A QUESTION OF EDUCATION 


Into a tub 


full of cobblestones can 
be put a goodly lot of gravel; into that 
be placed a quantity of sand:

Simi- 
larly it is with education, except that 
the filling process may have no end} 
[till the close of life. 
Life is made of impressions; and 


jimpressions are increased by educa- | 
tion, of which our measure or span 
span of life may ever hold inereas- 
ingly more, If our impressions and 
jcomprehension of things about us 
have increased two fold, for instance, 
the life has heen doubled; and the 
possibilities of such increases are not 
limited except by the individual him- 
self. 

All tangible possessions are subject 
to possible losses: The natural course 
of event may wipe out fortune at a 
blow human parasites, by theft or 
chieanery, add uncertainty to wealth 
and harass the lives of the rich, 

But education is an asset that is 
an integral part of life and is not 
subject to financial depressions or the 
wiles of the unjust nor can it, in 
some moment of stress. be mortgaged 
or bartered away.

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Is the Electric Chair 
: A Judicial Monstrosity?

Onee again the death-chair in the 
United States has fulfilled its grue- 
some destiny, Joe Zingara, would-be 
assassin of the new president of that 
great country, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
and actual murderer of Mayor Cer- 
mak, of Chicago, made his amends for 
his crime according to American law. 

Every country has its own method 
of capital punishment. In France, it 
is the guillotine or the garotte; in 
England, death by hanging; in 
U.S.S.R, the firing-squad; in some 
countries, like Belgium, it has been 
done away with, The United States 
has for a long time remained faithful 
to death by electrocution, contending 
that this method is both more scien- 
tific and more humane than that of 
the European machines, It remains 
to be seen whether or not their con- 
tention is justified. 

The condemned person is placed in 
a wooden chair and electrical contact 
is made at his forehead and ankles. 
An alternating current is used, vary- 
ing from 800 to 400 volts and higher. 
A quite ordinary strength is that of 
1,500 volts, and in the case of Zin- 
gara 2,300 volts were applied. The 
frequency that has been proven most 
efficacious is between 45 and 150 
pulsations per second. 

It is a difficult matter to discover 
whether death occurred instantane- 
ously, or if it produced agony for a 
comparatively long period of time. 
In a double execution which occurred 
several years ago, one of the con- 
demned was pronounced dead at the 
end of 50 seconds, the other at 60. 
Yet, there is in this no proof that 
conscious pain was felt during that 
whole time, nor perhaps, during any 
but an infinitesimal part of {t. The 
current must of necessity be applied 
until there can be no reasonable doubt 
that death has ensued, 

The law forbids any photographing 
of the condemned, so that it is hard 
to study the action of the body at 
the instant in which the current is 
applied. The story is told of a 
photographer who smuggled a tiny 
camera into the death-room fastened 
inside his shoe-laces. Although such 
machines exist, the pictures taken by 
them are small, and practically use- 
less to distinguish details, It is argued, 
however, that they would certainly 
show any horrible contortions which 
would convulse the entire face. Here, 
again, we may doubt whether they are 
caused by the agony of a living body, 
or are merely the result of reflex 
action in the nerves of a body already 
dead, We must then seek for other 
proof, 

Although no criminal has ever re- 
covered from electrocution, many 
accidents have occurred, especially in

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wound on the skull, but where other 
vital organs of the body had been dis- 
integrated, and death had almost in- 
stantly ensued, 

The second type is by far the more 
common, since something like 85 out 
of every one hundred autopsies show 
signs of it, There are indisputable 
characteristics of asphyxia, We find 
the usual violet-tinted face and ears, 
the contracted pupils, the windpipe 
and bronchial tubes filled with a 
bloody froth, and the lungs congested 
with a mass of black blood. This ts 
known as the pulmonary type of death 
by electrocution, and is frequently 
among those who have been = con- 
demned to death in American prisons, 

We must conclude, then, that death 
in many cases is not instantaneous, 


In general, it is relatively slow and 
accompanied by severe pain in the 
lungs, the heart, the brain, and the 
other great essential organs of the 


body. The muscles, in many instances, 
have been literally torn apart, and if 
the subject was conscious at the time, 
must have produced the most excru- 
ciating agony. The question is, was 
he sensible to this action or not? 

In 1922 Leduc proved before the 
Riological Society that it is possible 
to obtain, in the human body, by 
means of the electric current, a com- 
plete paralysis of the brain centers 
that control motion and speech, while 
the centers controlling thought and 
feeling are left at least partially ac- 
tive.

Both arms were paralyzed 
and had to be amputated at the 
shoulder, and the shock must have 
passed very close to his heart, making 
his recovery all the more marvellous, 
He told of experiencing violent con- 
tractions in his hands, accompanied by 
dazzling lights. Since these are the 
identical experiences of others who re- 
ceived shocks of low voltage, it would 
seem that the physical effects do not 
depend on the voltage but merely on 
the intensity with which the current 
crosses the body. 

Jellinek reports the death of a Rus- 
sian who was electrocuted by a cur- 
rent of 5,000 volts, but who remained 
conscious and was able to call for 
help. He succumbed several hours 
later and an autopsy revealed a pul- 
monary and cerebral oedema from 
which he died slowly of asphyxiation. 


It will be seen from these and 
similar cases that death may be a 
long way from being instantaneous 


as we say “by a stroke of lightning,” 
which takes place in a millionth of a 
second, 

It is generally admitted that it is 
not the voltage, but the amperes that 
kill, Even here, there is a vast differ- 
ence in the resistance offered by 
different bodies. Two subjects, under 
the same voltage and intensity of 
current, for the same length of time, 
and under identical circumstances, 
have been known the one to die, the 
other to survive, 

No exact measurement has as yet 
been made as to the number of am- 
pere required to cause death, If the 
voltage is under 400, let us say, and 
the resistance of the body is placed at 
2,000 ohms, the intensity would be 
one-fifth of an ampere, Some allow- 
ance must also be made for the varia- 
tions of resistance in the surface of 
the skin itself, Resistance measured 
in a laboratory under normal circum- 
stances may have entirely different 
values in the electric chair, It is 
plain that our knowledge of the action 
of electricity is too vague and too in- 
complete for us to formulate any fixed 
rules for adoption so that instantane- 
ous and practically painless death may 
be assured, Autopsies performed on 
victims of electricity have proved that 
there are two distinct types of death, 
In the so-called instantaneous death, 
the great majority of cases show irre- 
parable injury done to the brain and 
skull. Even here, there are cases 
where the brain has been severely in- 
jured yet the vietim survived and was 
ultimately cured, Jellinek reports the 
case of a young engineer whose skull 
was perforated by an aperture 7 centi- 
meters by 8, through which a part of 
the brain found egress, who was cured 
after several months of mental de- 
rangement.

Siberia’s natural wealth is untold 
and her “virginity” offers endless 
opportunities to the businessman's 
spirit of enterprise and organizing 
ability, It is quite impossible to fore- 
see the role Siberia may play one day 
in the world’s economic and general 
life. 

We must not forget that in our 
epoch of overcrowding and scarce op- 
portunities Siberia can offer good 
chances for colonization and making 
a living to millions of people, Western 
Siberia always was one of the world’s 
largest granaries. The Siberian soil 
is full of ore, gold and coal, It is cal- 
culated that the Irkutsk district alone 
could yield one hundred and_ fifty 
billion tons of coal, 

Of course, when people outside of 
Russia speak of Siberia they have in 
mind the relatively narrow strips of 
land on both sides of the Great 
Siberian railroad, The rest of Siberia 
is overlooked, yet it is only a question 
of time and technique to open up these 
enormous territories that are still un- 
utilized: the taiga covered with forests 
interspersed with marshland and the 
more northern tundra, The sombre 
and sublime grandeur of those regions 
and their majestic stillness make one 
think of sagas of ancient Scandinavian 
mythology. They are the favorite 
pasturage of the enormous reindeer 
herds of the native nomads, They 
were the favorite hiding places of the 
white, red and green armies during 
the civil war, which was waged in 
Siberia with unheard of ferocity. 

The traveller who crosses Siberia 
in the Siberian Express, which takes 
a week from Moscow to Vladivostok 
on the Pacific Ocean, is impressed by 
the variety of scenery that passes 
before his eyes. Western Siberia, 
with its birch forests, the endless way- 
ing fields and rich pastureland, is a 
friendly and charming country, while 
central and eastern Siberia are moun- 
rocky and more severe, 
and beauty of the
